The Transition of Patronymics from An- 
cient Irish Into the Present English— 
The Original of Murphy, Connelly 
and Other Common Names. 


Family names or hereditary surnames 
first became fixed in Ireland in the reign of 
Brian Borumha, between the years 1002 and 
1014. For along time, says the Irish Times, 
it was a popular error that the prefix ‘‘O” 
to a name signified that the bearer was of 
royal descent, while a Mac had no special 
significance of high social standing. This 
error has been exploded by showing that 
several Kings in Ireland have borne the 
prefix of Mac to their names, while 
some of the lowest and most. obscure fam- 
ilies bore the prefix ‘‘O.””» When surnames 
first became hereditary some families went 
back several generations to select an illus- 
trious ancestor from whom to take a name. 
Mac signifies son, like the Anglo-Norman 
Fitz, acorruption of the Latin filius, a son. 
“©”? was taken to signify that the name 
was taken from a grandfather or more re- 
mote ancestor. 

Appended is a list of some of the popular 
names to be met with every day, showing 
the transition of the name from the ancient 
J~ish into the present English. In some in- 
stances several different names were made 
ffom thesamelrishname. Generally the 
change Was madeinto something bearing 
a similar sound to that of the original.

©’ Brien’s| Testimony. 

Lonpon, May 22.—William O’Brien 
continued his testimony before the 
Parnell Commission. The League, he 
said, was founded chiefly to oppose the 
secret landlord combination. The 
landlords formed a combination, hav- 
ing a capital of £1,000,000, for the pur- 
pose of carrying out evictions by the 
wholesale, and replacing the evicted 
tenants with colonies of tenants from 
other countries. He had been a 
member of the committee of the 
League since its organization. He 
never heard of the suggestion to en- 
courage outrages. The witness at- 
tended a convention in America In 
1886. He had no connection with dy- 
namite while there. The vast bulk of 
those who attended the convent:on 
were men of the highest standing. 
He drew a distinction between crimi- 
nality and illegality. The Irish, he 
said, have an earnest, healthy repul- 
sion for criminality. 

In answer to further questions by 
the Attorney-General, O’Brien said 
it was impossible to say what is legal 
and what is illegal in Ireland. Any- 
thing that two resident magistrates 
say is law. The. League certainly 
tended to lessen outrages, but no 
League nor human power could pre- 
vent crime in such a crisis as that of 
1879. He never advised the people to 
assist the Government in the detection 
of crime, because that would be ac- 
cepting a responsibility that the League 
wholly repudiated. The United Ire- 
land never denounced secret societies. 
The League weaned nineteen-twenti- 
eths of the people in Ireland from 
such societies.

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT, 


Liberal Use af the Birch ia the 
Boston Schools. 

No less than 15,664 flozgings were 
administered to boys. in the public | 
schools of Boston during the last year. 
The average attendance of boys was 
29,580. Of these 18,664 castigations 
6,896. were inflicted upon little children 
in the primary schools, the total num- 
ber of whom was 13,382. Girls are 
not subjected to the discipline of the 
rod in Boston schools, and it is not 
stated whether the boys are made to 
suffer for them vicariously or not. At 
any rate, it is the opinion of School 
Superintendent Seaver that the boys 
are compelled to endure a great deal 
too much corporal chastisement, and 
he discusses the subject with vigorous 
indignation in his annual report. The 
resorts to this kind of punishment, he 
Says, are ‘‘ excessive, unreasonable 
and injurious, amounting, in fact, to a 
gross abuse.’”’ And the Superintend- 
ent is unquestionably right, but the 
Boston Posi thinks he incurs consider- 
able risk through the frank exposure 
made by him ;;for it appears that pre- 
vious protests‘have been followed by 
sharp persecution~of those who ven- 
tured to make therm, on the part of the 
teachers inculpated. It seems, there- 
fore, that fhe whipping of children. is 
regarded by some, at least, of the 
teachers as an enjoyable privilege, 
which ought not to be surrendered or 
abated without a struggle for its main- 
tenance. It would be. interesting to 
learn whether Boston is typical of other 
cities in this respect. Without a com- 
plete knewledge of al] the facts, it is 
our belief, however, that corporal pun- 
ishment as a means of stimulating 
scholars to study is falling into disuse, 
and that milder but more effectual 
methods are taking its place, except in 
aggravated cases. But itis a curious 
development of the times that Boston, 
the home of ‘culture and pronounced 
estheticisian, should go on record as 
possessing such cruel schoolma’ams.

Inspector Byrnes Discards the Bol- 
“am. ence of Physiognomy. 
<s . oe | 
What Features Disclose—How to Study 
the Eyes—Characteristics of the Mouth 
Jaws and Ears—The Deceptiveness 
of Appearances.

It is a wise man who knows his own 
ignorance, observes Inspector Thomas 
Byrnes, of New York, in the Philadelphia 
Times. 

1 am moved to smile when I hear of men 
who can not have met one-tenth *s many 
people as I have, or under such various and 
peculiar circumstances, asserting that they 
understand human nature. I doubtif even 
one man is thoroughly understood by any 
body, least of all by himself. For the pur- 
poses‘ of my business, long experience in 
dealing with men and women is of incalcula- 
ble value; it enables the detective to judge 
quickly concerning the individuals and ac- 
quaints him with. many general character- 
istics of the human family; bu after all 
this valuable experience teaches one most 
important lesson—that it will never do to 
jump to conclusions on appearances. It 
leads the detective to distrust all general- 
izations, all rules for discovering a man’s 
tendencies, all that so-called science, physi- 
ognomy, and to depend solely upon facts 
and evidence, meaning by the latter term 
things that will hold good in a law court. 

It is true that the cast of a man’s features | 
may be of service, and that no detective will 
examine a supposed criminal with his eyes 
shut; but physiognomy is merely a factorin 
the work, xot a guide to it, - If all men were 
savages, if they grew from infancy to man- 
hood and old age with no artificial infiu- 
ences to bend their natures, physiognomy 
might be reduced toan exact science. I 
do not assert thatit could, but admit that 
it might. In the complex civilization of 
to-day it never’can be. For education mod- 
ifies the lines of the face to a remarkable | 
degree. The growth of intelligence im- 
parts not only a new, softened expression 
to the face, but actually changes its ap- 
pearance toan extent that will inevitably 
throw the rules of physiognomy into con- 
fusion. Not thata crooked nose may be- 
come straight, or a large mouth small; but 
wise habits and the desire to appear well 
in the world may erase the ugly, vice-born 
wrinkles about the eyes and on the fore- 
head, and effect other changes of a similar 
nature. .. « 

While the lines may be modified ‘and the 
nature refined, the brutal or criminal ten- 
dencies are not, unhappily, eradicated. 
They may lie dormant throughout a life- 
time, and they may break out, if the provo- 
cation arises, at any moment. If this hap- 
pens the criminal is a hard case for the de- 
tectives. His education has taught him 
some things that his less fortunate brother | 
inthe dives can not make available. It! 
sometimes happens that vicious tendencies, 
remain dormant for generations, during 
which the lines of a man’s face have been 
subject to constantimprevement. In cases, 
however, wha a boy of vicious parentage 
grows up in vicious surroundings, where 
his animal nature is given full swing, he 
grows to manhood a marked criminal and 
can be picked out atsight. Just whatdirec- 
tion his nature takes, however, whether to 
burglary, swindling, murder, licentiousnes¢ 
or petty thieving, can not be determined 
with accuracy at a glance, -* 

I have said that physiognomy may be re- 
garded as a factor in criminal detecting. 
Eve: then it must be applied with caution, 
and never be depended on without evidence. 
It is a good plan to get evidence first and 
then Dack it up, 1f you like the diversion, 


with: an analysis of the features. of, 
the criminal. In dealing with 
pects I try to get hints of their character 
by observing the mouth, the eyes, jaws and | 
ears. From the mouth a fair estimate may | 
be obtained of the subject’s character as to | | 
determination or weak will power, brute 
courage or timidity, chastity or licentious- 
ness, generosity or selfishness, cruelty or 
kindness. * * 

It will be observed that this does not go 
so far as to make a suspect flatly a criminal 
or honest man; it simply suggests his ten- 
dencies. In seeking to determine whether 
a person is telling the truth I depend a good 
deal upon the eyes; not, however, upon their 
general appearance, for the most evil-eyed 
person in the world may tell the truth at 
times, and some of the best of men may 
prevaricate upon occasions of great tempta- 
tion. It is rather the action of the eyes that 
tells the secret. I try to place the person 
who is in question so that the light shines 
fully into his face. Then I can see the pupils, 
and if they waver or contract more than 
the light would call for I feel pretty confi- 
dent that’ I am dealing with a liar. It is 
practically impossible to control the pupil. 
One whose eyes do not waver when he is 
deceiving a detective usually betrays him- 
self by the very effort, which gives to his 
face an appearance of over-confidence, and 


his assumption of innocent candor becomes | 


a calm stare. 

There is not a great deal to be learned 
from an inspection of the jaws and ears, but 
I have noticed that heavy, wide jaws usually 
go with small ears that lie close to the head. 
Criminals of this class are generally desper- 
ate characters, hard to handle, who are lit-

tle amenable to reason, and appreciate only 
the argument of force On the other hand, 
men with lantern jaws and flappy ears pre- 
sent little difficulty. 

A striking proof of the uncertainty of 
physiognomy in determining a man’s char- 
acter, to say nothing of the nature of

If it rains, blame -him*because the sun 
doesn’t shine; if he puts his newspaper on 
one corner of the mantel-piece, scold him 
because he didn’t put it on the other; if he 
laughs aboye his breath,’put your hands up 
to your ears, and ask him “if he supposes 
you were made without nerves?” If he 
frowns, call him an ill-natured brute. 

If he brings home tickets for the opera, 
tell him you had set your heart on going to 
the theater. If he talks to a lady, turn 
jealous, go into hysterics; if he joins a 
knot of gentlemen, tell him “‘it’s very. plain 
that his poor wife’s society has no longer 
any charms for him.” If he invites friends 
to your house, tell him that ‘‘you don’t keep 
a hotel,’’ if he doesn’t invite them, tell him 
he is an unsocial bear, who would like to 
keep you.alone the whole *.me.
